Exposure to cold 
and wet, as commonly happens 
to soldiers, hunters, fishermen 
who have walked long distances 
in wet grass, or stood in the water 
to fish, or in a duck blind for 
long hours.

VW ITH the appointment of 
Lieut. Col. Frank M, An- 
drews as commander of the new 
defense service, America’s entire 
force of combat airplanes comes 
under one head who is answer- 
able only to Secretary of War 
Dern. Heretofore there have been 
nine army corps areas, which 
acted independently of each oth- 
er in training of men, actual 
flight hours, and war game ma-

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Suggests Buying Big Meat Cats 


By JUDITIL WiLSON 


VERY mother who must plan 
her meals with care knows 
how much more economical it is 
to buy the larger cuts of meat, 
especially if her family is med- 
ium-sized or large. Many women 
hesitate to buy the larger cuts, 
however, because of the problem 
of making the second meal from 
the same cut cs interesting as 
the first. 

It can be done if you have on 
hand a file of good recipes call- 
ing for leftover meats. Here are 
recipes that will suggest some 
delightful “day-after” meals for 
your roasts or trimmings from 
steaks. : 
Chicken Custard 

Wash one-half cup rice ane 
drop into one quart of briskly 
boiling, salted water and cook 
until tender. Drain and rinse in 
hot water. Place layers of rice 
and of diced left-over chicken 
(one and one-half cups) into a 
buttered casserole. Sprinkle each 
layer with a little finely chopped 
pimiento, salt and a dash of 
cavenne. Decorate the top with 
strips of pimiento and pour over 
all a custard mixture made of 
one ege, slightly beaten, two- 
thir’s cup evaporated milk and 
one-third cup chicken broth. 
Cover and bake in a moderate 
oven until the custard is firm, 
about half an hour. Garnish with 
parley. ‘This makes four to six 
servings. 

Pork Loaf 

Mix together one and one-half 
cups dry bread crumbs, one-half 
cup milk, two beaten eggs, salt 
and pepper and let stand for half 
en house. Mix one mediua: - size 
onion, chopped, with three cups 
roast pork that has been put 
through the food chopper, two 
finely chopped apples, one-eighth 
teaspoon thyme and additional 
salt. Blend the two mixtures and 
bake in a loaf pan for three- 
quarters of an hour in a slow 
oven. Fight generous servings. 

Deviled Calve’s Liver 

Piace enough fat in a frying 
pan to brown one onion sliced 
thin, then add three tablespoons 
vinegar, one teaspoon sugar and 
three tablespoons canned toma- 
toes. ‘Simmer for five minutes 
then add two tablespoons capers 
and five green olives, sliced. Add 
one cup fried liver out into small 
strips, cover and simmer gently 
for five minutes. Serve with hot 
mashed potatoes or rice. This 
makes a good luncheon dish. 
Enough for three or four. 

Meat Patties 

For a special meal the home- 
maker may like to buy a large 
slice of round steak and cut out 
the tender portions for tempting 
broiled filets or minute steaks, 
and put the trimmings through 
the.food chopped for patties the 
secord day. Use the medium 
knife of the grinder and for one 
pound of the chopped meat add 
one-fourth cup fine bread crumbs,

Add two smaf#l 
onions, sliced and two cyps sliced 
potatoes with four cups boiling 
water. Cook two hours and add 
one cup washed dried lima beans, 
salt and pepper and one cup 
strained canned tomatoes or 
tomato juice and six cups boiling 
walter. Simruer slowly for two 
and one-ha!s hours ionger. Eight 
servings.
